It must be remembered that there is 


no one method of managing ovens 
which can be expected to prove inva- 
riably superior to all others. 
There 


are always at least two ways of baking 
any given product. For instance, pop- 
overs are usually put into a hot oven 
(about 450° P.), which is then reduced 
In temperature about 50° F.; yet 
equally delicious popovers can be made 
by putting them into a cold oven and 
bringing the heat up gradually through 
a somewhat longer tune. 


Two Ways of Baking Bread. 


Similarly, bread dough may be al- 


lowed to rise until it has somewhat 
more than doubled its original bulk, 
and put into a hot oven (400° F. or a 
little more), then the heat reduced to 
finish baking; or it may be put into a 
moderate oven (350° F. to 375° F.) 
before It Is quite so well riseu, and 
allowed to complete the rising process 
while the oven is being heated up to 
400° F. or a little higher, after which 
the temperature is reduced to complete 
the baking process. Results are equally

In either 
e\ent, these suggestions for utilizing 
this kind cf left-over meat, oftered by 
food specialists in the United States 
Department of Agriculture, will be ap- 
preciated by, the one who prepares 
the family's meals. 


Minced Lamb. 


Chop pieces of cold roast lamb fine. 


A pint of chopped meat will serve a 
family of five or six. Rub 1 tablespoon- 
ful each of butter and Hour together; 
add % pint of milk, stir until boiling-; 
add tablespoonful of finely chopped 
parsley, % teaspoonful of salt, and a 
dash of cayenne. Add the meat and 
stand over hot water until (served. If 
served on toast, trim the toast and 
butter and cover with a thick layer of 
tbe mince, making a little hollow in 
the center. Into this hollow (If you 
bave plenty of eggs and want a 
heartier dish) put a poached egg. Six 
will be required for this quantity of 
meat.

which 
might 
otherwise

wfitted, and of having variety, as a 
different texture results than when 
flour is used. 


Cutlets of Cold Mutton. 


From a leg of mutton, cooked rare, 


cut pieces about tbe size of an ordi- 
nary loin chop. Those may be fried 
in a little fat, or egged, crumbed, and 
fried in deep fat, or they may be 
brushed over with the fat, and broiled. 
The result is more like meat cooked 
for the first time than the ordinary 
warmed-over meat. 
Cutlets so pre- 


pared may be served with any of the 
sauces served with chops.

The Tax Appeals on the Triennial 


Assessment recently comiJ'eted and 
checked up by the County Commis- 
•iouers' 
Office started on Monday, 


January 23. and continue from day to 
day in various parts of the County 
for the several districts until the en- 
tire County is covered, which will 
take until February C. as advertised. 


A comparison of this Assessment 


•with the Assessment of 1021 shows 
figures which may be of interest to 
the Tax Payers of the County. In 
1921 there were 8G04 cows assessed 
ed at sn average of $73.00; This year 
there were S442 assessed at an aver- 
gessed at an average of $00.35. 
In 


1921 there were 8604 cows tsscssert 
at an averaee of $60.32; This year 
there 8442 cows Nsessed at an aver- 
age of $41.22. This shows a reduc- 
tion in (he Assessment of horses of 
1267.000; and a reduction in the As- 
sessment of cows of $171.000.

.interesting to note that there is a 
falling off of C30 horses and 162 cows. 
In 1921 the Assessment on Occupa- 
tions was $1.6S6.000; In 1922 shows 
the Assessment of Occupations to be 
$1,123.000; this shows a reduction on 
Occupations of $563.000; making a to- 
tal reduction on the ab'ive items of 
taxation in the amount of $1.001,000. 


The Triennial Assessment of Real 


Kstate in the opinion of the Commis- 
sioners was the most difficult problem 
which has confronted them during the 
last two months. In their attempt to 
equalize the Real Estate Assessment, 
in consultation with the Assessors 
Uiey find that the increase on this 
item amounts to $1,667,000.

The As- 
sessment for Arendtsville is not in- 
cluded in the above report, for the 
reason that the returns from that 
Borough are not yet received at the 
Commissioners' Office.

for 1922 
is 5 mills for County purpos- 


es and IV-2 mills for Bond purposes. 
In 1921 the Tax rate was 7^ mills for 
County purposes, 2 mills for Bridge 
purposes and l1^ mills for Bond pur- 
poses. 


The Commissioners find that the ng- 


ffregdte amount of money taxable for

CAR CRASHES I\TO TRATX 


Ten passengers and members of the 


crew on the VT. M. west-bound pas- 
senger train leaving Gettysburg1 at 
9:15 
Monday morning were slightly 


iniured when a freight car running 
wild down the mountain crashed into 
it several hundred yards east of Iron 
Springs. The injuries consisted' or 
abrasions, contusions and lacerations. 
A more serious aeccident was pre- 
vented because engineer "NVm. E. Shaw 
saw the box car coming at a rapid 
rate of speed down the grade. He 
-was able to bring his train to a stop 
before the crash came. Those injur- 
ed included Mrs. Allen Bushman and 
Harold Rumgardner, of Gettysburg, 
and Miss Lueila Rock, of Fairfield 
The accident was the result of the 
breaking of a coupling on a freight 
train going up the mountain which re- 
leased1 a box car loaded with lumber. 
Coming down the sharp grade the car 
gained tremendous momentum and it 
was virtually demolished when it 
crashed into the engine of the passen- 
ger train. The wreckage took fire as 
it lay piled up about the engine which 
did considerable damage to the engine. 
Dr. Ira Henderson, of Fairfield, was 
called1 to' the wreck and he treated 
those injured. The passengers were 
transferred to a train which was brot 
up on the west side of the wreck.

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Reorganization of the U. S. Bureau of 


Education on University Lines 


By JOHN T. TIGERT, U. S. Commissioner of Education. 


Under the administration of my predecessor, Dr. 


P. P. Claxton, the activities of the workers in the 
United States bureau of education were very larely di- 
rected by the commissioner personally. Dr. Claxton's 
experience before and during his ten years in the com- 
missionership gave him a knowledge of education and 
its techuic which, perhaps, no other man in America 
could have. In attempting to assume the duties which 
he had been discharging I found it impossible to carry 
on the activities of the bureau as he had done. It be- 
came necessary for me to effect some kind of reorgani- 
zation. I find that the bureau, in attempting to dis- 


charge its functions, has been undertaking a considerable variety of ac- 
tivities, which may be divided roughly into two main classes: First, the 
activities of the more or less routine character, which I have termed 
-."stated" or "continuing activities"; and, second, the activities of highly 
(trained experts in various fields of education, whom I have designated the 
(technical staff. 


j 
There are seven divisions of those activities which I have termed 


continuing or stated activities. They have all been placed under the gen- 
eral direction of the chief clerk, Lewis A. Kalbach, who has served most 
efficiently in the bureau for more than thirty-four years. 


To provide for more definite correlation of the activities of the tech- 


nical staff, and in order to increase the effectiveness of our work by pro- 
moting co-operation throughout the bureau, it seemed to me advisable to 
bring all the activities of the bureau, and more especially of the technical 
staff, under the review of a general advisory body, corresponding roughly 
to the council of deans or similar advisory bodies which exist in colleges 
and universities. 


I have, therefore, appointed such an advisory council, composed of 


the heads of the various research divisions, together with the chief clerk, 
and I have made Dr. W. T. Bawderi chairman, who has been designated 
assistant to the commissioner. 


Final administrative authority with reference to the activities of the 


bureau and the executive power are exercised by the commissioner. 


Is Woman to Sit Around Idle Because 


Society Forbids Her to Work?

Shall a woman work? I thought that this question had long since 


been decided. It seems to me that work isn't a matter of sex or matri- 
monial state; it is the contribution that the worker makes to society 
and the self-expression which he or she finds in that work. And this 
applies just as much to married women as to unmarried women or to 
men, for that matter. 


A woman owes it to herself and to society to seek what is for her 


the highest self-expression. And whether she docs this by taking care 
of her husband and children alone, combining the home with a job 
outside, or doing just a job in the industrial or business world, must be 
a matter for her to decide.

To Decrease the Automobile Accidents 


at Railroad Grade Crossings 


By C. W. GALLOWAY, Vice-I'res't Baltimore & Ohio. 


It is now necessary for engineers to consider all construction from 


the standpoint of safe operation. With each recurring year the increase 
in the number of automobiles and the growing carelessness of the drivers 
make it very important that we devote sonic extraordinary effort to lessen 
accidents at grade crossings. We are confronted with the fact that there 
are 10,000,000 niotur vehicles now in use in the United States. 


When we inaugurated the observation plan, we found that 84 per 


cent of automobiles failed to take proper precautions when crossing 
our tracks. In the three months of November, December, 1919, January, 
1920, we made 1,933 observations, and there was a total of 484 failures 
to take safety precautions, or 25 per cent. During the year of 1920 
we extended our observations. In the twelve months of that year there 
were 49,G65 observations with 8,236 failures, or 16 per1 cent. 


In 1921 our observers became even more active, and in the first 


six months of this year there were 248,988 observations made, and the 
failures reached only 8,775, or 3% per cent.

Cakes.—Beat two 
eggs until light, 
add one cupful of 
sugar, 
beating 


well; 
then 
add 


one-half teaspoon- 
ful of salt, two 
cupfuls 
of 
oat- 


meal, one teaspoonful of melted but- 
ter and a few drops of vanilla. Bent 
well and drop from a spoon on well 
greased baking sheets. Bake twelve 
minutes and cool in the pan. 


Oatmeal Bread.—Take one and one- 


half cupfuls of rolled oats, place in 
two cupfuls of warm water. Dissolve 
one yeast cake in one-third of a cupful 
of lukewarm water, two tablespoon- 
fuls of lard and one and one-half cup- 
fuls of flour; add yeast and one tea- 
spoonful of salt. 
Beat well and let 


rise until light. Add two tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar and one cupful of chopped 
nuts, and flour to knead lightly. Let 
rise one hour, make Into two loaves. 
Let rise again and bake forty-five 
minutes in a moderate oven. If started 
early the bread will be done at noon. 
The temperature must be looked after 
—In caring for bread. Keep warm and 
well covered. 


Oatmeal Macaroons.—Take four cup- 


fuls of rolled oats, one cupful of 
melted butter, one cupful of grated 
coconut, one teaspoonful of soda, two 
cupfuls of brown sugar, two ecgs, two 
cupfuls of flour, one-half teaspoonful 
of baking powder, one half teaspoonful 
of salt. Mix and drop from spoon on 
well greased tins. 
Bake twelve to 


fifteen minutes In a slow oven. This 
amount makes sixty. 


Crispy Cakes.—Mix one-half cupful 


of hot milk with one-half cupful of 
brown sugar, add one teaspoonful. of 
lemon juice and one cupful of rolled 
oats, one-half teaspoonfut of salt. Add 
enough graham flour to make a soft 
dough. Roll thin, cut in desired shape 
and bake In a moderate oven.

place of home-made bread, and in a 
large family the bread mixer IK one 
of the greatest aids to bread making.

PLUM PUDDINGS AND CAKES 
T 


HIS is the season when the plum 
pudding Is enjoyed. 


Little Plum Puddings. 


Pour one cupful of scalded milk 


over one pint of bread crumbs taken 
from the center of a stale loaf of 
bread; when cool add three-fourths of 
a cupful of sugar, one teaspoonful of 
salt, the yolks of four eggs beaten un- 
til light, one-half pound of suet mixed 
with one-half cupful of chopped al- 
monds, one-half pound of currants and 
one-half pound of seeded raisins; last- 
ly, add one-third of a teaspoonful each 
of cloves and mace and one teaspoon- 
ful each of cinnamon and nutmeg, 
then fold in the whites of four eggs 
beaten stiff. 
Pour into buttered In- 


dividual molds and steam one hour. 
This recipe makes twelve little pud- 
dings. Serve with hard sauce. 


Holly Cake. 


Cream one-half cupful of shorten- 


ing; add gradually one cupful of sugar, 
two'eg? yolks beaten light; then add 
alternately one-half 
cupful of milk 


and one and one-half cupfuls of Hour, 


sifted with two. teaspoonfuls of bak- 
ing powder. Lastly, beat in two egg 
whites beaten stiff and one tenspoon- 
ful of vanilla. 
Bake in n tube pan 


for forty-five minutes. 
Cover with 


boiled frosting and 
ornament with 


citron leaves and cinnamon berries. 


Little Cake*. 


Cut small cakes from a sheet of 


pound cake. Beat the white of egg 
enough to make It liquid and mix It 
with a little sugar. Brush over the 
surface of the cakes and allow them 
to stand until dry. The next day dip 
on a fork Into fondant, invert and 
slip from the fork. 
Decorate with 


nuts and candies or both. 


Fondant. 


This Is the basis of all cream can- 


dies. Cook two cupfuls- of sugar and 
one-half cupful of water and when 
boiling begins wash down the sides 
of the pan to remove any grains that 
have formed ; cover and boil a few 
minutes. 
Now add one-fourth of a 


teaspoonful of cream of tartar and 
cook until n little dropped into cold 
water will make n soft ball. Set away 
to cool, then beat and knead until 
creamy. Set away In n buttered bowl 
covered with paper and let It stand for 
a day or two to ripen, then It Is ready 
to use. 
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When making mayonnaise remember^ 


to mix the salt, mustard, powdered 


sugar, and any other of 
the dry ingredients used, 
with the egg yolk and 
then pour over it one 
teaspoonful 
of 
boiling 


water. Mayonnaise made 
this 
way 
will 
never 


curdle. 


When preparing nuts 


pour boiling water over 


them and let them stand fifteen min- 
utes before cracking. 
The nuts will 


be fresh and come out whole. In cut- 
ting raisins, figs and dried fruit for 
cakes and puddings, butter the blades 
of the scissors and they will not stick. 


Fromage Salade.—Take one-fourth 


of a pound of cheese, two eg^s, one- 
third of a cupful each of English wal- 
nuts, seedless raisins, tart apples, and 
one-half cupful of celery hearts, eight 
candied cherries, one-fourth of a pint 
of plain cream, one-third of a heaping 
tablespoonful of flour, two-thirds of a 
level tablespoonful of sugar, one-third 
of a heaping teaspoonful of mustard, 
one-third of a saltspoonful of salt, one 
egg, two-thirds of the juice of a lemon, 
a small lump of butter and one-third 
of a cupful of water. 


Sausage Hash.—Take one pint of 


sausage meat, one pint of cold boiled 
potatoes, 
one 
tablespoonful 
of 


chopped shives, one-half teaspoonful 
of salt, a dash of cayenne and one- > 
fourth of a teaspoonful 
of pepper. 


Mix well and spread evenly over the 
pan, pour over one-fourth of a cup- 
ful of milk and brown slowly and 
evenly. A tablespoonful of fryings is 
to be used in greasing the pan. 


Mix the dry Ingredients 01 the dress- 


ing, beat in the egg, then the lemon 
Juice, add water and butter and cook 
In a double boiler, stirring often; if 
too thick, add more water. Let cool 
and stand until everything is ready 
for the snlad. 
Cook two, eggs hard 


and cool, then chop fine and add the 
cheese finely chopped. Cut nuts, cel- 
ery and apples in pieces the size of 
raisins; mix with cheese and eggs. 
Whip the cream, add to the foundation 
dressing; if lumpy put through a sieve, 
then stir all together, turn Into a 
salad bowl and decorate with nut- 
meats, rnlsins and candied cherries. 


Sliced bacon will keep for a Ions

Reorganization of the U. S. Bureau of 
Education on University Lines 


By JOHN T, TIGERT, U, S. Commissioner of Education, 


Under the adminiplralion of my prcdcrossor, Dn 
P, P. Claxton, the artivities of the workers in the 
United States bureau of education -were very larely di- 
rected by the commipsinner persnnally. 
Pr. Claxton*8 
Gxporieuce before and during his ten years in the com- 
missionership gave him a knowledge of education and 
its technic which, perhaps, no other man in America 
could liave. In attempting to assume the duties which 
he had been discharging I found it impossible to carry 
on the activities of the bureau as he had done. It be- 
came necessary for me to effect some kind of reorgani- 
zation, 
I find that the bureau, in attempting to dis- 
charge its functions, has been undertaking a considerable variety of ac- 
tivities, which may be divided roughly into two main classes: 
First, the 
activities of the more or less routine character, which I have termed 
''stated'^ or "continuing activities''; and, second, the activities of highly 
jtrained experts in varaous fields of education, whom I have designated the 
technical staff. 


There are seven divisions of those activities which I have termed 
continuing or stated activities. They have all been placed under tlie gen- 
eral direction of the chief clerk, Lewis A. Kalbach, who has served most 
efficiently in tlie bureau for more than thirty-four years. 


To provide for more deJinite correlation of the activities of the tech- 
nical staff, and in order to increase the effectiveness of our work by pro- 
moting co-operation throughout the bureau, it seemed to me advisable to 
bring all the activities of the bureau, and more especially of the technical 
etaff, under the review of a general advisory body, corresponding roughly 
to the council of deans or similar advisory bodies which exist in colleges 
and universities. 


I have, therefore, appointed such an advisory council, composed of 
the heads of the various research divisions, together with the chief clerk, 
and I have made Dr. W, T. Bawden chairman, who has been designated 
assistant to the commissioner. 


Final administrative authority with reference to the activities of the 
bureau and the executive power are exercised by the commissioner.

To Decrease the Automobile Accidents 
at Railroad Grade Crossings 


By C, W. GALLOWAY, Vlce-Pres't Baltimore & Ohio. 


It is now necessary for engineers to consider all eonbtruction from 
the standpoint of safe operation. With eacli recurring year the increase 
in the number of automobiles and the growing carelessness of the drivers 
make it very important that we devote some extraordinai7 eifort to lessen 
accidents at grade crossings. "We are confronted with the fact that there 
are 10,000,000 motor vehicles now in use in the United States. 


When WQ inaugurated the observation plan, Ave found that 84 per 
cent of automobiles failed to take proper precautions Avhen crossing 
our tracks. In the three months of November, December, 1919. January, 
1920, we made 1,933 observations, and there was a total of 484 'failures 
to take safety precautions, or 25 per cent. During the year of 1920 
we extended our observations. In the tM'elve months of that year there 
were 49,665 observations with 8,236 failures, or 16 per cent. 


In 1921 our observers became even more active, and in the first 
flix months of this year there were 248,988 observations made, and the 
failures reached only 8,775, or 3% per cent.

Oatmoal Macaroons.—Take four cup- 
fuls of rolled oats, one cupful of 
melted butter, one cupful of grated 
coconut, one teaspoonful of soda, two 
cupfuls of brown sugar, two eggs, two 
cupfuls of flour, one-half teaspoonful 
of baking powder, one half teaspoonful 
of salt. Mix and drop from spoon on- 
well greased tins.
